While at one time the little English half-ratvr
wan nearly ton mibutes aliead, her lead was
Inrigely due to m skift of «wind which occurred in
the last or windward log of the fNirst round.
Judglug by the work of the two boats under
equal conditlons, the Fihelwynn ean et the
Hpruece IV, on all polnts of salllng, and If they
get a good breeze to-day, the general opinion
noema to be that the little American will win
enslly,

There wis nfine breeze early yesterday morn-
Ing from the northwest, but It died completely
away before the lLour arclved for the start.
Foth yachts were towed out to the lines at noon,
After the commities steamer, Commodore 12, C,
Benedict's Onelda, arrived at the starting line
off Centre Ialand Buoy, It was announced that
the course for the day would bo east by unorth
balf north, two miles: northwest, two mlles,
and south by west half weat, two miles, to be
snlled over twice, a total distancoof twolvo miles,
The wind was llght from the southwest when
the preliminary gun was fired at 12:40 o'clock.
